.at Mount Kis«a». N. V. H«* had lH*en in pooi! health 
until two days lK*f<»re his death, w!n*n he li.ul an 
atta'k of heart disease. The lnm*ral Avill be Iu‘id 
at Mount Kise»i 'I'uesday forenoon. 

Ml*. Cowdin, who was forty live .V(*ars old, was 
a son of the late Elliott C. Cowdin. of this city, a 
Well- known merehaiit. He leaves a brot!n>r. .Tohn 
E. Cowdin. liis lU'ph.ew. Elliott C. ('uwalin II., 
v.I.'o now is in this lountry. has won distinetioii as 
an aviator with tlie French forees at tlie front. 

As :i .v»iUiia ui.an Mr. Cowdin t<M»k an interest in 
till* turf. in 1M>S he sjave up raein;; to serve 
t!iroii;;h the Spariisli- Ameriean w.ir. but returned to 
tiie turf th.* follow iiijr year, when lie brouulit to tin* 
iiortlieru tr.K'ks and courses several horses he lu.d 
bred at a stock farm lie owtit'd in K**ntiicky.

DISASTROUS FIRE VISITS PIMLICO. 



Dr. J. S. Tjnrco’s and H. W. Sana’s Horses Burned 
to Death — Lives 01 Many Others Eadang:ercd. 

Baltimore, Md., May 1. — Not this 3 car or next, 
on an.v race track in this euiintry, will there lie .a 
race such :is was iiiii at Finiiico last night. Im.igiue 
7.7 to Ka) high strung Hioroiigiibreds crazt*d b.v 
flames racing madl.v around a mile track, 'riiat is 
wh.*it h.'ipiMuied at niidiiig’it when 2 (M) raivrs were 
turned liHise at the Maryland Jo(*ke.v ('lu!»’.s course, 
after an alarm of fire was sotiiided. It was the 
most exciti.'ig time tliat lias lM*eii h:id on a race 
course in maii.v .years. 

The fire starteil in a stable lU'ciipied 1 ) 3 ' the horses 
owned hy Dr. J, S. 'I'yree of AVasliingtoii. ami H. W. 
Sage a New York tiirfniaii. This stable was directly 
back of the gramlstand and clustered about were 
numerous other bams in whicli w*ere hon.sed nearly 
.700 horses. The moment the alarm was struck, 
stable boys and others rushed to the stalls*' and 
turned hmse their horses. The horses were mad w'ith 
fright. For two hours these thoroughbred.s were oii 
the track and iu the itifiehl, and it was not until 
the eaily hours of morning that attendants succeedeil 
in capturing their horses and returned them to their 
stalls. Some were seriously injured, others were so 
exhanstid h.y their night’s experieme that they 
will not be fit to raee for several wveks. 

Dr. J. S. 'Tyree’s Farbide, a horse that won at 
Ilavri* de Grace a short time ago at large odds, 
w'as so badly hurt that he w*ill never ra<*e again. 
The horse’s hip was fractured and lie suffered 
intense pain, but it is exiiected that he will lie 
saved for breeding pnri>ost*H. Battery, a steeple- 
chaser of promis**, broke dowui wrhile racing through 
tlie field with tire other animals. 

'The horses that wer»» burned were H. W. Sage’s 
Simon Jones, Doin Moran, Ambrosina and Brother- 
stone, all steeplechasers; Dr. Tyree’s Billy Mc- 
Gee, Muss Kanfara, a tw*o- 3 *ear-old and a pony; 
Major William Robt'rts’ Delos. 

Mr. Sage was early on the s<*ene and in his 
efforts to kelp the bucket brigade, wliich was 
fluickly organized, he badly sprained bis ankle. 

'The recent ra(*e track fires caiidiMMize the Im- 
I>ortaace of keeping halters on bones while they 
are iu their boxes. Without a halter it is almost 
impossible to save a horse from a burniof suhie.

ENGLISH RACING MAY BE ABANDONED. 

A cablegnim from London says: “At the instance 

of the goviTiiment, the stewards of tlie Jfwkey Club 
have cuucelled the 1917 racing fixtures which were 
set for the remaiuder of the season after the New- 
market First Spring meeting, w’hicli occurs this 
xveck. Thu step was taken with a view to saving 
foodstuffs which are now diverted to the racing 
stables.** 

The First Spring meeting began yesterday and, 
if the dispatch quoted is correct, the unhappy turf- 
men of England will see no more racing this year 
unless the war takes a decisive turn favorable to 
the Allies. The First Spring is an important meet- 
ing, as among other events of weight. It brings 
nlxait the decision of the Two Thousand Guineas 
today and the One Tlioiisaud Guiuens on Friday*. 

ITnless it is in contemplation to destroy the horses, 
it is not easy to perceive where the retrenchment 
comes. If they are kept alive they must be fed 
whether oo ths race track or elsewhere.

New York, May 1. — Pimlico promises to be an 
exceptionally gooil mooting. IIors:*s are in abund- 
ance ami. judging from the Havre do (4raco patron- 
age, Pimlico should have a record meeting. 

“I don’t know what we shall do with .ill the 
entries in races,” said Frank J. Bryan, in speaking 
of the outlook. “Pimlk^ was rarely short of racing 
material, but this year we are overburdened. It 
looks as if we shall folloAV our enstom of splitting 
handicaiis so as to get the best horses out. AVe Iiavt? 
found the splitting system advaiit.igeoiis. Contrary 
to the pro|Kised metluxi of splitting handicaps in 
half, according to their weights, we ahA'ays had 
them (irawii by horsemen through a card system 
and it provt*<l satisfactory. I am a great lielicA'er 
in splitting handicaps, when the fields promise to be 
niiAvieldy. They make two gixHl raees. one of whieh 
takes the plaee of tlie eheap platers o<*easionally. 
The better the liorse the more opportunities it 
should have. 

“Anotiier rule we have at Pimlico is posting the 
oveniiglit h.uidi«aps at eight o’elo<*k in the morning 
so tliat acceptames can lx* Iianded in by 10 o’clock. 
By this early display, horsemen knmv just what to 
do witU their entries in the line of work as they 
«-:iii doeide in giKid season wlictiier they will start 
or not.” 

Owing to the excessive number of horses in train- 
ing tills year, the fields pnmiise to lx? exceptionally 
large at all tracks, esix'clally in tlic cheaper divi- 
sions and tliree-year-olil races. 

There is a feeling among i\iitrons of racing tliat 
twelve horses is ample in any one rare, not only 
for safety of h<*rse and riders, but for I'onsistency 
and as a spectacle. li.irge and cumlx*rs;»me fields 
do not make liie most interesting contests and fre- 
qm‘!itly the lx*st horses are beaten through nn- 
avoiilahle iiiterf«*r< nces. which w«»iild not occur win m 
tin? fields are limited to a saf<* iiumlx*r. Of «*oiirse. 
rich stakes, sin-h as the Futurity, have to stand ac- 
cording to contract, no matt«*r Iioav many art* sent 
to the post. Snell events are practieallj' scrambles 
and the diffi<*ulties oeem* in such races that <*an- 
iiot be ov(‘rcoiiie, not even by the best horse. 

Good Argument Against Excessive Fields. 

There is also another argument against excessive 
fields. That is the minatnral inconsisten<*y that can 
be brought alxiiit by connivance and dishonorable 
jiH'kcys. A jockey can pull up at the start or dur- 
ing till' early niniiing <»f a race and declare he was 
cut off or interfered with and unless a patrol Judge 
h.ilipims to have his eye on tlmt one rider at the 
moment, it is impossible for liim to tell whether 
tlie alleged interference occurred or Avliether the 
act was premeditated. In other Avords. large fields 
open up avenues for framl imieh Avider than with 
small fields. If the hona's eontimie to multiply as 
tiiey have done in the past tAvo years, tlx* siib- 
je<t of confining fields to a certain ami eo.’serva- 
tiA’c number, outside of slakes, is one tliat can be 
(iisciissc,! to advantage for trio future Iwiiefit of 
the turf. 

A. J. Davis has an Imixirted Jumix'r wliieh lie 
bought nnsoeii. AVlieii he did see Jiim he found him 
ill an nmb'rfeil ami weakened condition. He may 
not race until next year. The hoi*se is the tliree- 
year-old Fnglelad, hy Fugleman — I^ivuse, the sin* 
by l*(*rsimmon. 

“il<* is a big-lxmed horse.” said Mr. Davis, “and 
he may innko a rare good horse avIicii he gets some 
nn*at on him. At present he looks more like a 
xylophone, but I have him on the farm, e.ating good 
oats and hay. It Avas disapixiinting. however, to 
anticipate a rare, good jnniix'r in goovi condition 
am! then find the most sickly bxiking animal om* 
♦*ver saw. That’s the fruits of buying a pig in 
a bag. as it Avere. He may have been all right 
Avlu'ii shipped, but lie lacked proper care coming over 
the At la !* tic.” 

TO AMEND THE WILCOX BILL. 

Fifty-Mile Radius to Be Reduced to Thirty-Five in 
Order Not to Effect Hamilton. 



Ottawa. Out., May 1. — The return of the min - 
ister of justice is awaite'l jis a preliminary to the 
appointment of the sjmm i.il eeixunittee which is to 
(h*al Avith tlie W’ileox bill, limiting racing to four- 
teen days in a year ainl to one traek in eai’h place, 
tin* latter to s<*rve a radius of fifty miles. Tin* fact 
that tlie seeonri reading is passed means tliat the 
prini'iple of the bill is ac‘'ept*‘d. but it is sidijeet to 
anieiidment in committee and from presc'it prospects 
will lx* aiimnded. 'rin* fift.v-inile nuli’is to lx? si-rved 
by eai'li traek Avill Ik? rediieed to thirty -five, so that 
ll.’iiniltoii will not he shut out, b‘*eaiisi* it is less 
than fifty miles from 'ronuito. There is likely to 
be an a!iien<hri«*nt Avlien-hy tlie nninber <*f trai'ks to 
a certain cxt»*nt will be influeueed by the popiil;i- 
tion <♦£ the ])la<-e of tlunr location. Montreal ilouht- 
less will liave two at least. 

It is understfMKi tliat. Mr. Wilcox. pronmt'T of tin* 
hill, is .igrccable t<» sm li aiiicndinents. hut insistent 
that AVindsf>r shall have bat one track Avith two 
meets of seven days <*ac!i, instead of rlinost 
eoiitiniions racing during lie* snninicr season, ’riie 
general purpese of the bill is to give effe<-t to the 
amended Miller hill. This limited the raeing peri- 
f*ds. but not the nnniIxT of tracks, tiuis giving rise 
lo many new r.icing propositions and a eontiiiiious 
moving from om* track to another in tie* saim* i-ily 
or teirit*>ry, in order to cin'uniAent the law. 

If the Wilcox racing bill is amended when by tin* 
numlK*r of tracks to a certain extent Avill lx* in- 
flu**iiccil hy the {xqinlit ion of the place of tli**ir 
location, Toronto Avould undoiihtciily be permilt<*<l 
to oiM-rato two. Moutr>*al, so tlie re|K»rt stales, avIII 
have two, so it is practically c«*rtain tiiat the same 
conditions which govern Montreal will be in force 
in Toronb*. As it is now, Toronto has one mile 
track — Woodbine, and two half-milcrs — Hillcrest and 
Duffi*rin. Nothing has Ik'(*ii heard concerniug the 
new Tliomcliffc* track lately. 

INCREASED STAKES AT FORT ERIE. 



Niagara Racing Association Will Give No Purse 
Less Than $700 in Value. 



Buffalo. X. Y.. Maj’ 1. — In keeping with its usual 
high standard, the Niagara Racing Association, 
owner of tile Fort Erie race track, unuoum-*‘s that 
its stakes huA'c 1 km*ii materially inereaseil ami that, 
lK*sid<^s this, it has Ixjcn decided to give no purse 
of less than $700 and no overnight liaiidicap of a 
A-alue under $S(M). 

It was not long ago that horsemen raeing at Fort 
Erie were glad to get $2.50 purses, and the contrast 
is only one evidence of Iioav conditions at this track 
hav'i improved. 

The Niagara Racing Association has siient close to 
$2(M),000 in improvements since it purchased the 
plant, and the quality of tlic sixirt furnished is in 
keeping with tlie other advancements. In fact, 
Fort Erie gives the best meeting in (Canada outside 
of Toronto, the mother of the circuit. 

The stakes tliat have been increased arc as fol- 
lows : 

(’anadian Derby, $4,000. 

Fourth of July Stakes, $2,500. 

Niagara Stakes, $2,000. 

Fort Erie Selling Stakes. $1,500. 

Dominion Handicap. $5,000. 

Iroquois Hotel Stakes, $2,000. 

Edward W. Magiiin Memorial Handicap, $2,000. 

These sums are all added, the entrance money, in 
all cases, going to the Avinner. 

The best horses in America will be seen at the 
meeting at Fort Erie July 4 to July 11, and August 
4 to August 11. Owners of thy big stables in New 
York and those racing at Havre de Grace are en- 
tering the various stakes.

This rae<» aa'us tlie 
South Shore Plate, at about a mile. The ix*rform- 
ors Aven* fiA'o old-time thoroughbreds. 

All five horses got awa.v to a gixxl start, and 
tluTi* was a finish that bnniglit cheers from the 
<*rowd when Morton L. ScliAvartz* An-hdale last:*d 
just long enough to stall off a mighty nisli tliat 
I/’ttb* Nearer made in tin* final hundred yards. T. 
Madden’s ToynN*e was third. Avith M. D. Bam- 
bnrger’s Silent Pilot fourth, and tlu* Nortliwood 
Stable’s C’lii\'alry fifth and last. It Avas a popular 
Avlii with the crowd, so far as the finish Avent, for 
Arehdalo was one that A\as Avell thought of by the 
talented ones. When it was all over and the cheers 
for tho Avimu*r liad died awa.v. the patrol judges nnh* 
up to the stand and announced that every horsb i?i 
the race hail run out of tlie pr<*s<*rilM*d course Avith 
the ex«*eptioii of Silent Pib*t, wliicli had lx*en ridden 
by Mr. B::ml>urg(*r, his oAvner. 'fliis ammiinceincnt 
meant that if the stcAvards disqualified one of tli;? 
starters that all Avould have ti* lx* disqualifieil Avith 
tlu* exet ptioii of Silent Pilot. Avliiidi liad r:*ee<I among 
tlie outsiders in tlie rnniiiiig Ix-fore the start of the 
ra<*e. It aa'us finally derided that all those whieh 
had run out of the regular course were disi|ualified. 
and the race was given to Mr. Baiiilx*rger’s Silent 
IMlot. 

Decision Displeases Crowd. 

Tin* ruling n'lidered by tho stewards displeased 
tlu* majority of the speet;*tors. Aviio had Avitn«‘ssi*d a 
pn*vious error av1u*ii another winner of a raei* had 
run out of the I'ourso and tlie viidory had b#*en al- 
loweil. This ]>revious error eansed eonsideralde com- 
ment Avheii EllistoAvii Boy Avon tho s(*eond race on 
the card, finishing about an eiglith in front of 
riiestnnts. Avhich Ix'at ('onqneror by alxnit another 
('ighth ill a race over posts and rails at about three 
and :i iialf miit*s. 

’riu* error in this rare came Avheii Mr. Nii ludas Ti. 
Tiliiey, OAvner and rider of EllistoAvn P.oy. was shut 
off frmii tlx* proixT course b,y a rojM*. which had 
Ix*cTi improiierly placed. When he saw that he Avas 
Iviried from getting tlirongh over Avhat he had c«»u- 
sidcreil the proper course, ho \Aent on his Aviniiing 
w.iy. but Avlu‘ii Mr, Voss, on riiestnnts. galloped 
ab*iig some Iinmlred of lengths bi'liind, he pulled up 
and insiste;! in having the roped-off sp.-iee made 
clear, and went tlie right course. Ix'iiig followed 
Konu* time later by ^Ir. BanilK*rger on liis liorse 
Uonqneror. 

A protest Avas made, but Avhen the stcAvards eon- 
sidcTed tlu* fact that Mr. Tilnoy loiiM not have gone 
over the preseriixal course Avithont endang«*ring the 
lives of scA'cral ix*isons, or el.se inilling up his 
mount, tlins alloAving his pursuers to <*ateh up. the 
race Avas alloAvixl to stand as it had been run.

Sire of Many Good Racers Dies at the Age of 
Twenty-Eight Years. 



(By Ed Cole.) 

New Y'ork, Ma.v 1. — Dr. Carter, superintendent 
of the Rancoc.as Stock Farm. New Jersey, reports 
tlie death of the old stallion Ijocoliatcheo at the age 
of twenty-eight years. I^<*ohatchee was brought by 
the late Pierre Lorillard in his early career. His 
first i*(‘gistered name was Curt Gunn, which Mr. 
Lorillard clianged, naming ^lie liorse after a river 
in Florida, over whieli he Itiinted and fi.slied. 

Lwolia tehee w.as a good raec ln>rse. and liis 
olTspring achieved many successes. Notably Caim.aii, 
which proved a Avert Iiy attendant to the great Eng- 
lisii horse Flying Fox in both the Two Thousand 
Guineas and the St. Leger, running second in l>ot!i 
<-lassies to one of the greatest English horses e\er 
foah'd. Caiman raet»d in England as a tv,o-ye:ir -old, 
Avinning the Mi«ldle Park Plate iind two other stakes. 
YVhen a threo-year-oM lie took part in eight races, 
Avinniijg six and in tlie remaining tAvo finished 
secJMid to Flying Fox as relati'd. 

\s :i four ye:ir-old. ('e.iman pTekod up 128 i>ounds 
;it Lingfield and ran a inilt* in 1:3:F7.^. aecording 
to the English records, 'riiis n*cord stands today 
tliough it AA’as establisljed seA'cntccn j’e.irs ago. 

Foreign Horses Must Show Something.

After these comes Foxhall, Avinner of the 
Cambridgeshire ami Cesaivwitch, a double feat 
rar(*ly .‘^iccomplished. 

‘Foxhall Avas universally pronounced by all Eng- 
lisJi critics an exceptional liorse. We sent Iroquois, 
too. to Fairopi'. ami lio aaoii tho Epsom Derby in 
ISSl. YVhen all these horses ami their records are 
arefully perused. I tliin’K our horses abroad have 
done far better tiian foreign liorses haA'c done here 
far. There is no telling Avhat the latter might 
do later on, but up to tin* present Americans liaAC it.

Theie are llonrless, Star FLiAvk, North Star IH. 
and otliers that may develop, but Avhen Ave look 
at t!ie mind pi'tiires of Caiman, Irofiuois. Parole. 
Foxh.ill, Wallenstein and others, it kiml o’ puts a 
hroe.d smile on tic? face of the American breeder.” 
Jeff Livingston in New York for a Time.
